OF TRUSTEES 


Chairman Hynding Authorized to Sign 
Contracts for Lighting City and for 
Macadamizing Grand Avenue 


A very important meeting of the 
Board of City Trustees was held last 
Monday night. 

A great deal of routine work was dis¬ 
posed of, and Chairman Hynding was 
authorized to sign contracts for light¬ 
ing the city and piacadamizing Grand 
Avenue. 

The board received complaints from 
John Flink and Chas. Willen, who 
charged that Night Watchman Ache- 
son had assaulted them. 

Upon motion of Trustee Gaerdes, 
seconded by Trustee Edwards, the 
following Thursday evening was set 
for a hearing of the charges by the 
board. 

Clerk Smith was instructed to notify 
all parties concerned and witnesses to 
that effect. 

A communication was received from 
the Pacific Jupiter Steel Co. stating 
that company would donate $75 to¬ 
ward building a sidewalk from the 
Southern Pacific depot to the factory 
district. Communication was ordered 
placed on file. 

A communication was received from 
the Steiger Terra Cotta and Pottery 
Company stating that company would 
pay its pro rata toward building the 
sidewalk based on the number of em¬ 
ployes, provided the other factories 
would do the same. Communication 
ordered placed on file. 

The South San Francisco Athletic 
Club was given permission to use the 
Trustees hall for meeting purposes un¬ 
til such time it was able to rent suit¬ 
able quarters. 

A telegram was read from Attorney 
Henry Ward Brown stating that he 
had prepared and sent an ordinance 
providing that the City of South San 
Francisco shall takeover the local fire 
department equipment. Telegram 
filed. 

J. J. Dowd was granted a rebate on 
the unused portion of his merchants’ 
“license, he having moved his business 
to San Francisco. 

Trustee Gaerdes, for the street com¬ 
mittee, reported that street repairs 
were progressing and that the work 
would be completed in about ten days. 

Several claims against the city were 
read for the lirst time and referred to 
the finance committee.

City Recorder. 

City Recorder McSweeney reported 
that no fines had been collected in his 
court during October. 

A petition from the barbers of this 
city, asking that the collection of a 
license tax from them be postponed, 
was, upon motion of Trustee Gaerdes, 
seconded by Trustee Hickey, received 
and ordered placed on file. 

Trustee Hickey introduced a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing Chairman Hynding 
to enter into a contract with the South 
San Francisco Power and Light Com¬ 
pany to furnish eighty 40-watt Tung¬ 
sten lights to be distributed throughout 
the city at the rate of $1 per light per 
month for a period of live years. 

Upon motion of Trustee Edwards, 
seconded by Trustee McSweeney, the 
resolution was adopted. 

Trustee Hickey introduced a resolu¬ 
tion providing that a revocable permit 
be issued to the Sierra and San Fran¬ 
cisco Power Company, giving it autho¬ 
rity to stretch its power cables over 
Swift Avenue and San Bruno road, 
and providing that when the power 
company furnishes light and power to 
other communities that it furnish same 
to this city and its residents at as fav¬ 
orable terms. 

Upon motion of Trustee McSweeney, 
seconded by Trustee Hickey, the reso¬ 
lution was adopted. 

Bids for macadamizing Grand Ave¬ 
nue were opened and are as follows: 
South San Francisco Mill and Lum¬ 
ber Company, $4500; A. G. Bissett, 
$4760. Both bids were accompanied 
with certified checks for ten per cent 
of the amount of the bids. 

The bid of the South San Francisco 
Mill and Lumber Company being the 
lowest that company was granted the 
contract. 

Chairman Hynding was authorized 
to enter into a contract with the suc¬ 
cessful bidder. 

The street committee was authorized 
to plow gutters and build culverts on 
Miller, Dux, California, Pine avenues, 
and San Bruno road to prevent waters 
from winter rains from running along 
cross streets down to Grand Avenue, 
as they did last winter.

Judge Buck in Charging Jury Calls Atten¬ 
tion to Alleged Gambling Games 
in This County 


existence. It is proper to make their 
existence an issue in the selection of 
county officers, and if such a course is 
adopted and the proper officers elected 
whose duty it is to look after such 
matters, the good name of one of the 
fairest counties in this State will re¬ 
sume its former luster. 

“Should you care to venture upon 
almost sacred ground you will find 
that the school fund of this county has 
been robbed of thousands of dollars by 
the employment of special council to 
look after the interests of several school 
districts. My threat to call you into 
existence at an earlier date to investi¬ 
gate this matter has, I think, had a 
salutary effect. 

Understand, Messrs., that person¬ 
ally I think the world is growing bet¬ 
ter; with one or two exceptions the 
affairs of this county were never con¬ 
ducted on betler business principles 
than they are today. The joyriders 
are largely things of the past, and the 
affairs of the county are being con¬ 
ducted along business lines. There is 
chance for improvement, though, and 
your efforts may prove an incentive to 
duty along that line. 

“It might not be out of place to call 
your attention to the fact that for 
serving the people as a grand juror 
you get two dollars per day, barely 
sufficient to pay your expenses, and 
the trial juror is in no better position. 
The members of the Board of Huper- 
I visors get about $40 per day, and most 
| of the county officers get from $10 to 
$20 per pay, and the Assemblyman, at 
each session of our Legislature, either 
{ has to raise salaries or come home un- 
; heralded. Personally, 1 think jurors 
I should at least get $3 per day, and 
j that the salaries of the county officers 
should be paid according to the duties 
to be performed, receiving a fixed 
i salary, and all fees received to be paid 
into the treasury of the county. If 
you deem it advisable, investigate this 
j matter and make such report as you 
thinkb est, for unless you call attention 
; to the matter it is doubtful if action 
will be taken.”

Attorney Ross said it was the desire 
to settle the controversy between the 
saloon men and those opposed to the 
sale of liquor at Menlo Park without 
friction. 

President Jordan and Professors 
Clark and Green of Stanford Univer¬ 
sity testified that the university grounds 
or campus extended to San Frnncis- 
quito creek on the north. 

At the request of Mr. Ross, County 
Surveyor Neuman identified a map 
made by him showing the distances 
between Menlo Park and different 
points on the Stanford University 
grounds. 

It has been claimed that some of the 
saloons of Menlo Park are within the 
mile and a half limit of the Stanford 
University campus. 

Attorney Ross desired the board to 
refuse to grant Meyer a license, so that 
the question could be taken immedi¬ 
ately to the Supreme Court for a de. 
cision as to the legality of the law and 
a definition of what constituted the 
campus. 

Chairman McEvoy contended that 
a remedy could be had by securing an 
order from court restraining the board 
from issuing the license. 

Mr. Ross consented to this plan and 
asked that the matter be postponed 
until the next meeting at which time 
he would have the board served with 
a writ of prohibition to stop the issu¬ 
ance of Meyer’s license. Meyer could 
then appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Blackburn, 
this plan was adopted.

The appointment of a Highway 
Commission was at the last meet¬ 
ing ol the Board of Supervisors 
postponed to the next regular 
meeting. 

The proposition of the Redwood 
City Democrat to have the super¬ 
visors keep the road improvement 
entirely in their own hands appears 
to have found favor with a major¬ 
ity ol the Board. The action of 
the Board was a serious disap¬ 
pointment to the petitioners who 
had at considerable expenditure of 
time and some expense, proceeded 
in compliance with the law to ob¬ 
tain, at the hands of the Board, 
the appointment of three citizens 
as Highway Commissioners. The 
matter will probably be disposed 
of at tin* next meeting. 

It is hard to understand why 
there should beany question raised 
against granting the request of the 
petitioners, who have proceeded in 
the way provided bylaw. It may 
be that tin; law is not mandatory 
in so lar as the supervisors are con¬ 
cerned, in that the law says the 
Board “may” appoint instead of 
saying it “shall” appoint a High¬ 
way Commission upon petition. 

Granting this, it still remains 
that the law presumes the appoint¬ 
ment will be made whenever a 
proper petition is presented. A 
refusal by the Board to appoint a 
Highway Commission upon a legal 
petition means that the servants 
of the people have decided to dis¬ 
regard both the law and the 
petition of their constituents.

Records Doings of Mrs. 
Own Children — French 
illustratoi—Disposal of 


Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, the New 
York society woman who has joined 
the woman's suffrage movement, has 
written a story book for children 
which is almost ready for the publish¬ 
er's hands, and if it were not for the 
great demands made upon her time 
by suffrage work the set of tales would 
have been among this year’s holiday 
offerings. 

As a story writer Mrs. Belmont ap¬ 
pears in a new guise, for few if any 
of her most intimate friends have had 
the slightest inkling of this gift. The 
book was begun several months ago 
and has been written for her own 
pleasure and for the entertainment of 
her grandchildren, the two sons of 
the Duchess of Marlborough. 

The stories have pleased this audi¬ 
ence of two, the youthful Marquis of 
Blanford and Lord Ivor Spencer 
Churchill, both of whom have listened 
eagerly to the recital of stirring tales 
of the two heroes and one heroine who 
are the principal characters in the 
book. It was her grandchildren’s ab¬ 
sorbed interest in these stories, which 
they have clamored for ever since they 
were old enough to listen to stories, 
that suggested the idea of collecting 
the tales and presenting them in (took 
form for others to read, for, Mrs. Bel¬ 
mont explained, “if these tales of 
other children give pleasure to my 
grandchildren might they not Inter¬ 
est and entertain others?” 

Stories of the Vanderbilts. 

The charm of this little volume is 
that they are all true stories, being a 
faithful chronicle of the doings of Mrs. 
Belmont’s own children when they 
were growing up, so that when the 
sons of the Duchess of Marlborough 
listen to these stories of the pranks 
and the childish plays of the two 
heroes and the heroine in the book 
they are really hearing about their 
own mother and their two uncles, Mr. 
W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., and Mr. Harold 
Sterling Vanderbilt. 

The book will bo handsomely illus¬ 
trated, Mrs. Belmont says, she herself 
having arranged personally with a well 
known French artist to make the 
drawings, and it will be a volume of 
unusual beauty as well as of unusual 
interest. 

It has not been decided by the au¬ 
thor to what purpose the funds from 
the sale of the book will be placed, but 
it would not be at all surprising if 
they were devoted to the cause of wo 
man suffrage, in which Mrs. Belmont 
is interested. 


NEW SOURCE OF RADIUM. 

English Engineer Says There Is One 
In Portugal. 

That the recent discovery of rich ore 
deposits in Portugal will make possible 
for the first time the manufacture of 
radium in quantities sufficiently large 
for commercial use is the assertion of 
Harry Marcfc, a young English civil 
engineer, who has come to this coun¬ 
try in the hope of interesting Ameri¬ 
can scientists and American capital in 
the Portuguese mines. lie has brought 
with him a boxful of ore, specimens of 
which have been examined by miner¬ 
alogists here and abroad, who declare 
that the mineral contains large quanti¬ 
ties of crystalline uranite, or what is 
technically known as autunite, the sub¬ 
stance from which radium is ex¬ 
tracted. 

Professor James F. Kemp, head of 
the department of geology at Colum¬ 
bia, and other members of the staff 
have seen some of the specimens. 

According to one analyst, Allen F. 
Walden of the chemical department of 
Oxford university, who subjected the 
fnineral to the usual scientific tests for 
radium, it is estimated that the ore 
contains nearly 720 milligrams of ra¬ 
dium to the ton, a new record. The 
ore itself he found to be made up of 
quartz thickly crusted with yellow 
crystals. These crystals when exam¬ 
ined proved to contain uranium, cal¬ 
cium and phosphoric acid, and there 
was no trace of other metallic or acid 
impurities. 

Up to the time of the discovery of 
the Portuguese deposits the chief ore 
from which radium was extracted was 
pitchblende, considerable quantities of 
which are found in Bohemia and in 
Cornwall, England. The amount of ra¬ 
dium producing material in this sub¬ 
stance, according to Mr. March, is 
about 6 per cent, whereas the ore ob¬ 
tained from Portugal has been tested 
and found to contain 33 per cent of 
oxide of uranium. E. B. Barboni, a 
French chemist, after subjecting the 
new mineral to careful tests, declared 
that by reason of the ease with which 
it could be treated it was in his opin¬ 
ion “at least three times superior as 
raw material to pitchblende.” 


May Go Higher 
Future. 

Accounts of the American Meat 
Fackers’ association convention held in 
Chicago to the effect that there is lit¬ 
tle prospect of the price of meat be¬ 
ing reduced in the near future, but, 
rather, a likelihood of its beiffg raised, 
did not surprise meat dealers. 

“It is not because the ranches can¬ 
not provide enough cattle,” says one of 
the head men of one of New York’s 
biggest packing house branches. “The 
trouble is that the price of corn has 
gone so high. To raise the right kind 
of beef and pork corn must be fed to 
cattle and hogs. The price of corn Is 
so high that the farmers are charging 
more for their cattle and hogs. 

“The price of beef bas risen 3 cents 
a pound in the last four months. I 
have been in the business all my life, 
and I remember that less than ten 
years ago loins of pork were 8 and 9 
cents a pound. Today the retailer 
pays 17 and 18 cents a pound for the 
same meat, and in another month he 
will be paying 20 and 22 cents a pound. 
There seems little reason to believe 
there will be any early relief for the 
consumer.”

WIRELESS ACROSS PACIFIC. 

Steamship Minnesota Sent the Hert 
zian Waves 3,628 Miles. 

The Groat Northern steamship Min¬ 
nesota, plying betwi en Seattle and the 
orient, was in communication with the 
Seattle and Japanese wireless stations 
every night during her last trip. She 
exchanged message's with tin* Seattle 
station of tlu* United Wireless com¬ 
pany until she was 3,(528 miles on her 
way to Yokohama. This establishes a 
new record between ship and shore. 
The distance is greater than from 
Nova Scotia to the Irish coast, between 
which messages are occasionally sent 
by means of high powered wireless ap¬ 
paratus from towers of great altitude. 

To appreciate the significance of the 
Minnesota’s wireless performance it 
should be understood that the mes¬ 
sages were sent from ttie ordinary 
ship’s aerial and that the apparatus 
is of only five kilowatt power, instead 
of the fifty kilowatt power now used 
to transmit messages between the 
Nova Scotia and Irish coasts. 


Young Men Find There Greatest Op¬ 
portunities, Says Chicagoan. 

“Young man, go to the country if 
you want a thorough groundwork for 
a financial career. Shun the big city 
bank, where you are liable to get into 
a departmental groove and go no high¬ 
er.” 

Joseph T. Talbert, president of the 
Chicago Clearing House association 
and first vice president of the Com¬ 
mercial National bank of Chicago, was 
talking of the reasons as he saw them 
for his being called to New York as 
a vice president of the National City 
bank when he gave this advice to 
young men.

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NATION TO TEACH 
HOUSEKEEPING 

Government Plans to Teach Do¬ 
mestic Science to Women. 

TO AID THE FARMERS’ WIVES 


Department of Agriculture Has the 
Project Under Way, and Details of 
the Movement Are Already Decided 
On—“Farmers’ Institutes For Wo¬ 
men” Is the Slogan. 

Convinced that the countrywoman is 
not getting the necessary training in 
the way to manage a home and be 
cause of the fact that instruction in 
domestic science is for the most part 
confined to students in towns and cities 
the department of agriculture has tak¬ 
en up seriously the question of how to 
train the women of the rural districts 
to do their work and manage their 
homes. 

The individual brought up in the 
country may suspect that the farmer's 
wife knows more about running a home 
properly than her sister in the city, but 
the department of agriculture doesn’t 
feel that way about it. It finds a great 
need for instructing the farmers’ wives 
and daughters in domestic science and 
purposes to make a beginning through 
farmers’ institutes for women. 

Results of Ignorance In Home. 
According to a report on the subject 
by John Hamilton, farmers’ institute 
specialist of the department of agricul¬ 
ture, comparatively little is being done 
in training women and girls who live 
in the country in domestic science or 
the management of the home. The 
rural schools do little, and other op¬ 
portunities are few. Ignorance in the 
home of the proper way to manage it. 
Mr. Hamilton points out, means food 
improperly prepared and sanitary con¬ 
ditions neglected. Moreover, the selec¬ 
tion and cooking of food and the keep¬ 
ing of things clean are not all the items 
in the duties of the countrywoman. 
Other problems exist, such as those 
connected with the rearing and educa¬ 
tion of children, the clothing of the 
family and the social, intellectual and 
aesthetic improvement of the housewife 
herself. 

Radical Change In Methods. 

According to the census of 1900, 
there were 37.244,145 women and girls 
in this country. About 35 per cent, or 
over 13,000,000, lived in the rural dis¬ 
tricts. Mr. Hamilton says that to reach 
this great multitude with even limited 
educational facilities for the study of 
domestic science and household art 
will require, as Mr. Hamilton views it, 
a radical change in the methods here¬ 
tofore pursued. The introduction of 
the study of domestic science and 
household art into the rural schools, 
the high schools and the normal 
schools is only a part of the work that 
will be required. 

“Winter schools for adult women 
will have to be organized,” says Mr. 
Hamilton. “Movable schools in large 
numbers will have to be sent out; suit¬ 
able demonstration schemes will need 
to be devised: expert advisers to visit 
countrywomen will have to be em¬ 
ployed, and publications adapted to 
the capacity and needs of rural house 
wives will have to be introduced into 
their homes.” 

Institutes For Women. 

Farmers’ institutes heretofore have 
been largely conducted for men. If 
women attended, they have had to con¬ 
sider the same subjects as the men, as 
a rule. But now the movement for 
distinct farmers’ institutes for women 
is rapidly growing, and it is considered 
by the department the best agency at 
present to increase the countrywom¬ 
an’s knowledge of domestic science. 
Last year 732 meetings for country¬ 
women were held by the farmers’ in¬ 
stitute directors in the several states. 
The work in such institutes is far from 
perfect, but it is in the right direction. 

As in the case of many other things, 
other more progressive nations in such 
matters are far ahead of the United 
States, though the American finds it 
hard to realize it. Austria. Belgium. 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Switzer¬ 
land, France and the Herman states 
have for many years been conducting 
schools of domestic science and home 
economics spec-iallj 7 adapted to coun¬ 
try people and also courses of study in 
these subjects in fixed institutions in 
towns and cities.

THOSE ESKIMO MURDERERS. 

Explorer Rasmussen Defends the No¬ 
torious East Greenlanders. 

Knud Rasmussen, the Danish sci¬ 
entist, who supports Dr. Cook's claim 
as to the discovery of the north pole, 
has writteu a book on life among tbo 
Eskimos which has established his 
reputation as an authority. 

Rasmussen tells some weird stories 
about the horrible murders practiced 
by these Eskimos in their earlier days, 
but in summing up their general char¬ 
acteristics he adds: 

“I have never in the course of my 
travels lived with more cheerful, more 
amiable and good humored people than 
these east Greenlanders, who, had they 
lived in a civilized state, w 7 ould have 
paid the penalty of the law for most 
horrible murders.” 

And again, speaking of the Eskimos 
as a whole, he says: 

“There is no people w 7 ith a history 
which, as regards the bitterness of its 
struggle for existence and the eeriness 
of its memories, can be compared with 
the best of the Eskimos. Yes, they are 
good natured and filled with a desire 
for peace in spite of all. But do not 
forget that they are, first and fore¬ 
most, men, and men formed by the na¬ 
ture surrounding them. The mind of 
the Eskimo can be quiet and serene, 
but it can be savage and remorseless 
as the ocean itself.” 

OVERRULED JUDGE PECKHAM 

Hired Man Differed With Supreme 
Court Justice About Hay Crop. 

The late United States Supreme Court 
Justice Rufus W. I’eckham owned a 
-picturesque farm at Aitamont, a short 
distance from Albany, N. Y., where he 
died. Ilis family spent their summers 
at this farm, which was contiguous to 
the farms of several other wealthy Al¬ 
bany families. One evening the judge 
took a turn about his farm. The hired 
man had cut hay during the day. The 
crop was not as bountiful as it might 
have been or as great ns the judge had

farms, to allow it to dry, so that It 
might be placed in the barn. The 
judge as he glanced over the meadow 
was displeased. He showed it Turn¬ 
ing to the hired man, lie said to him: 

“It seems to me that your methods 
are very lax. Why are you not more 
particular iu scraping up the hayV All 
over the field you have left little drib- 
blings.” 

The hired man looked hard at the 
judge and then answered, “Why, that 
is the crop.” 

The “Copper” Versus the Pledge. 

Chicago policemen are having a hard 
time of it under their new chief. Colo¬ 
nel Le Roy T. Steward, who has an 
idea that patrolmen ought to stay so 
her at all times. The word has gone 
forth from the chief’s office that, If 
Colonel Steward can make it so, the 
force will be a teetotalers’ brigade 
One day recently the chief had six 
men “broken” for drunkenness, and 
the crusade is to be carried on vigor¬ 
ously, with the fate of the six held up 
as an example to the rest of the men. 
“Many outrages against citizens have 
been committed in the past by drunk¬ 
en policemen," says a Chicago news¬ 
paper “Even the most superficial ob¬ 
server ought to know that not alone 
the drunken policeman, but the police¬ 
man who drinks on duty, is a peril 
Therefore, while the civil service com¬ 
mission is weeding out the drunken 
wearers of uniforms it must punish 
with proper severity policemen who 
drink while on duty.” 

Warren Foster, a newspaper man of 
Ogden, Utah, left a letter at his death 
asking that his body be cremated or 
fed to the coyotes. “I have paid rent 
all my life,” he wrote, “and mean to 
quit when I die. In no event am I 
to be buried in a cemetery where rent¬ 
al is charged.

SEARCHING FOR 
MOST RESISTANT 
PILE TIMBER 


“What wood is most resistant to the 
attacks of marine borers ? ” 

This is a question uppermost in the 
minds of all owners of harbor property. 
Timber experts in some parts of the 
country give more attention to the 
solution of the question than others in 
many cases, and just now it seems tfiat 
the keenest search for the most resis¬ 
tant pile timber is going on in the ex¬ 
treme West. 

The claim is made tfiat eucalyptus 
piling is more resistant to the attack 
of marine borers than any other pile 
timber found on the Pacific Coast, 
also that certain eucalyptus are more 
resistant than others. It is also claim¬ 
ed that Lawson cypress is particularly 
resistant to attack. Furthermore 
some prominent engineers assert that 
many creosote treatments now prac¬ 
ticed are not effective against borers 
and that various pile casings are of 
doubtful value. It is true that a great 
many piles, both treated and untreated 
and consisting of different species, 
have been driven, but in most cases 
records of durability have not been 
kept and in no cases have the different 
species and methods been directly 
compared under exactly the same con¬ 
ditions, thus making the results of 
little value. 

With a view to furnishing this 
authoritative information the United 
States Forest Service has planned a 
series of experiments to be carried out 
at San Francisco and San Diego, Cali¬ 
fornia. It is the intention to secure 
several piles each of all of the species 
of timber occurring on the Pacific 
Coast which might be used for pile 
purposes. This will include different 
species of eucalyptus, Douglas fir, 
western yellow pine, western red 
cedar, redwood and Lawson cypress 
(Port Orford cedar.) In addition it is 
the intention to secure Douglas fir 
piles treated with various preservatives 
and protective coverings. In the ex¬ 
periments only 8-foot sections having 


an average diameter of 10 or 12 inches 
will be employed, inasmuch as the 
cost of handling and transporting 
larger piles would be prohibitive. 

One-half of each kind of timber will 
be installed at San Francisco and the 
other half at Ban Diego. The sections 
will be fastened to concrete caissons if 
available. If not, the sections will be 
fastened to creosoted piles. In such a 
case they will be so fastened that a 
space of a few inches will occur be¬ 
tween the creosoted pile and the exper¬ 
imental timber. This will guard 
against any influence which the prox¬ 
imity of the creosoted pile might 
have on durability. They will be so 
placed that the upper end will stand 
about a foot or two above low water 
mark. 

The ends will be properly protected 
with asphaltum, copper, or some other 
suitable substance to guard against 
the longitudinal attack of borers. Each 
section will be properly marked with 
a copper tag for identilicacion. In 
addition a detailed map will be drawn 
showing the location of the sections 
after they are placed in position. In 
no case will less than six sections of 
one species be included. The experi¬ 
mental material will be inspected at 
frequent intervals and reports will be 
prepared covering the details of the 
experiments. 

Some difficulty is being experienced 
in securing a sufficient amount of tim¬ 
ber for the tests, especially the differ¬ 
ent species of eucalyptus. Any owners 
of eucalyptus timber who are willing 
to furnish a small amount for this 
purpose should communicate with the 
Forest Service, San Francisco. Al¬ 
ready several manufacturers of pile 
casings have signified their desire to 
have piles treated by their various 
methods. It is hoped that all such 
treatments will be well represented.

PROGRESS BULLETIN 

There can be no better evidence of 
greatly increasing commercial and in¬ 
dustrial prosperity in California than 
the reports from the banks of the 
State. The report of the comptroller 
of currency shows that the National 
banks of California have increased 
their deposits 22 per cent over the de¬ 
posits of a year ago. The report shows 
that the deposits of the National banks 
of California are greater than the com¬ 
bined deposits of the other six Pacific 
Coast States. 

The California Promotion Committee 
finds that this condition is due directly 
to increased industrial activity in all 
lines, and that in addition to these 
large increases in deposits much out¬ 
side money is coming to the State for 
investment. 

The Portola Festival was instru¬ 
mental in bringing a large number of 
people to the State, and it materially 
increased the business of San Fran¬ 
cisco as shown by the increase of the 
bank clearings for the days of the 
festival and just before and after. This 
increase was eight million dollars over 
the clearings for the same period of 
1908. 

First shipment of oranges went from 
Butte County during the month, and 
the indications are for a heavy crop of 
citrus fruit. Deciduous fruit ship¬ 
ments are practically over and have 
been up to the highest expectation. 

The committee notes increased in¬ 
quiry for small farms and is arranging 
to present California’s advantages to 
the farmers attending the United 
States Farm and Irrigation Exposition 
and the National Farm Land Congress 
to be held in Chicago during Novem¬ 
ber.
